At 
the end of June 2000, there were 9,287 employing organisations involved in the provision of 
community services in Australia, a 15% increase in the number of employing community 
services organisations at the end of June 1996.

National Health Survey 


NATIONAL HEALTH SURVEY 


The ABS 2001 National Health Survey (NHS) is underway. This is the fifth large scale 
survey of health conducted by the ABS. The survey is being conducted in about 20,000 
private dwellings across Australia between February and December 2001. While mainly 
covering people aged 15 years and over, some data on children will also be collected. Some 
questions will be the same as those used in the 1995 NHS allowing for a comparison over 


time. The ABS 2001 National Health Survey also includes an Indigenous sample 
supplement. Results of the survey are expected to become available from September 2002.

GENERAL SOCIAL SURVEY 


The Dress Rehearsal for the first General Social Survey (GSS) will be conducted in 
Melbourne between 22nd October and 3rd November with the first full survey in 2002. The 
GSS will provide insight into the living standards that families achieve from the range of 
human and economic resources at their disposal and allow for an assessment of the various 
dimensions of social advantage and disadvantage. It will also allow for the relationship 
between health status and outcomes, and various social and economic determinants to be 
explored.

Selected Social and Housing Characteristics, Australia (Cat. no. 2015.0) will be the first 
data release from the 2001 Census. This publication will contain 1996 and 2001 Census 
population counts and selected person, family and dwelling characteristics for all Statistical 
Divisions (SDs) and Statistical Sub-divisions (SSDs) within each State and Territory. New 
inclusions in the publication are a set of comparison tables with 1901, 1996 and 2001 data 
for States, Territories and Capital City SDs, ranked tables for selected characteristics, and 
person counts on a Usual Residence basis. State and Territory summary, regional 
comparisons for selected topics and time series comparisons commentary is also provided.
